PROCEEDINGS 

OF THE) ST ATI) BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 
OF NORTH DAKOTA, 1908 



In accordance with Section 1531 of the Revised Codes of 1905 
for the State of North Dakota, the members of the state board of 
equalization convened at the office of the state auditor, at the capitol, 
at Bismarck, Burleigh county, North Dakota, on August 4, 1908, 
at 2 o'clock p. m., this being the first Tuesday in August, provided 
by law for the meeting of the said board. 

The meeting was called to order by Governor John Burke, ex- 
officio president of the state board of equalization. 

The following members were present: 'Governor John Burke, 
State Auditor H. L. Holmes, State Treasurer Albert Peterson, 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Labor W. C. Gilbreath, and 
Attorney General T. F. McCue. 

The following oath was administered to the members of the 
board:

of the State of North Dakota for the year 1908, so help me God.

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On motion of Mr. W. C. Gilbreath, seconded by Mr. T. F. McCue, 
the state auditor was authorized and empowered to employ an official 
stenographer during the 1908 session of the state board of equaliza- 
tion. On which motion all members of the board voted aye. 

Mr. H. L. Holmes, state auditor, announced that he had employed 
Wm. C. Green as official stenographer. To which there was no 
objection. 

The matter of salary of the stenographer was discussed, and it 
was decided to postpone definite action until the reasonable value of 
the services of such stenographer could be more definitely ascer- 
tained. 

The Board instructed the stenographer to take in shorthand all 
information offered' before the Board, and to be prepared to make 
a transcript of any portion of his notes so taken, when requested 
by the members of the Board. 

On motion of Mr. W. C. Gilbreath, seconded by Mr. Albert 
Peterson, the Board adjourned until August 5, 1908, at 10 a. m.

FORENOON SESSION. 

August 5, 1908. 

Pursuant to adjournment, the state board of equalization met at 
the call of the President at the state auditor's office, at 10 o'clock, 
a. m., Wednesday, August 5th. 

Members present: Governor John Burke, State Auditor H. L. 
Holmes, State Treasurer Albert Peterson, Attorney General T. F. 
McCue, and Commissioner of Agriculture and Labor, W. C. Gi'l- 
breath. 

The minutes of the meeting of August 4th were read and ap- 
proved. 

Mr. Foss of Benson county, appeared before the Board and furn- 
ished information relative to the assessment of property in Benson 
county.^ 

Mr. Ok Gjevre and 'Mr. Adam Reid of Cavalier county, appeared 
before the Board and asked if it would take some action to rebate 
a portion of the assessment of bank stock in Cavalier county for 
the year 1906. 

Mr. R. A. Wilkinson, general solicitor of the Great Northern 
Railway Company, appeared before the Board and asked if they 
would set a day certain when the matter of assessment of railroad 
property could be taken up. 

Moved by Mr. H. L. Holmes, seconded by Mr. Albert Peterson, 
that the matter of assessment of railroad property be taken up 
Friday morning, August 7th. Which motion carried, all voting aye. 

Mr. Miller, city assessor of Grand Forks, was heard relative to 
the assessment of property in the city of Grand Forks. 

Mr". C. Ness, chairman of the board of county comissioners of 
Richland county and Mr. E. S. Cameron, county auditor of Rich- 
land county, appeared before the Board and were heard with 
regard to the assessment of real estate in Richland county. 

Mr. A. C. Lewis, county auditor of Cass county, appeared before 
the Board and was heard with reference to the assessment of 
property in Cass county. He spoke especially in regard to the 
assessment of agricultural tools and implements, separators and 
engines, and in regard to the assessment of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company in the county of Cass. 

Mr. Iver M. Brandjord; county auditor of Bottineau county, was 
heard by the Board with reference to assessment of property in 
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Bottineau county; more especially the assessment of farm lands 
and of city, town and village lots. 

On motion of Mr. Gilbreath, seconded by Mr. Peterson, the 
Board adjourned until two. o'clock p. m.

After consideration of this subject, the Board postponed final 
action until the returns should be received from all the counties of 
the state.

Railway Company, appeared before the Board and offered informa- 
tion with reference to the property owned and mileage operated 
by the Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company in the State of 
North Dakota. 

Mr. A. S. Dudley, tax commissioner of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railway Company, appeared before the Board and 
offered information relative to the property owned and mileage 
operated by the railway which he represented.

Mr. Wilkinson continued his address before the Board. 

Mr. S. W. Derrick, superintendent of the Dakota Division of the 
Soo Line, appeared before the Board and was heard with reference 
to the assessment of the line which he represented. 

Mr. J. M. Kelley, manager of the Farmers' Grain & Shipping 
Company, appeared before the Board and furnished information 
with reference to the property owned and mileage operated by the 
road which he represented. 

The Board then took a recess of fifteen minutes and upon being 
called to order, Mr. McCue moved that the Board go into executive 
session for the purpose of considering the assessment of railroads, 
which motion was duly seconded by Mr. Peterson, and carried, all 
voting aye. 

Mr. H. L. Holmes moved that the line of the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company, extending from Grand Forks to Pembina, and 
known as the Red River branch, be classed as main line. Which 
riiotion was seconded by Mr. McCue, and on roll call carried, all 
voting aye. 

Moved by Mr. H. L. Holmes, seconded by Mr. McCue, that the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company of South Dakota, 
be assessed at tlie rate of $7,500 per mile on its main line, which 
motion was, on roll call, duly carried, all voting aye. 

On motion of Mr. McCue, seconded by Mr. Holmes, and 4uly 
carried, the Board adjourned until August 8th, at 10 o'clock a. m.

August 8, 1908. 

Pursuant to adjournment the state board of equalization met in 
the state auditor's office at 10 o'clock a. m., Governor Burke pre- 
siding, all members present. Minutes meeting August 7th read and 
approved. 

The Board continued the consideration of the subject of assess- 
ment of railroad property. 

Governor Burke moved that the assessment of the main lines of 
tl^e various railway companies within the State of North Dakota 
be increased $1,500 per mile over the assessment of last year to 
which motion there was no second. 

While the formal resolutions were being drawn up and computed 
for the assessment of railroad property, the Board considered the 
subject of the assessment of telephone companies. 

Mr. John Carmody appeared before the Board and was heard 
on behalf of the Traill County, Hunter, Red River Valley, Aber- 
crombie, McHenry, Pomona Valley, LaMoure, Wheatland, Cando, 
Minot, Northwestern, Wilson, Sheyenne, L. C. Lane, Wheatlaud, 
Enderlin and North Dakota Central Co-operative telephone com- 
panies. 

On motion duly -made, seconded and carried, the Board adjourned 
until 2 o'clock p. m. 



FIFTH DAY— AFTERNOON SESSION. 

August 8, 1908. 

Pursuant to adjournment, the state board of equalization met in 
the auditor's office at 2 o'clock p. m., Governor Burke presiding, all 
members present. 

On motion of Mr. H. L. Holmes, seconded by Mr. T. F. McCue, 
the Board took up the subject of the assessment of Express com- 
panies. 

Mr. S. A. Davis, superintendent of the Western Express Com- 
pany, appeared before the Board and offered information with re- 
gard to the valuation and assessment of the Western Express Com- 
pany. 
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Final action on the assessment of Telephone and Express Com- 
panies was postponed by the Board until formal resolutions should 
be drawn up and computed. 

The Board then further considered the assessment of railroad 
property and decided upon the assessment of railroads for the year

Mr. Holmes offered the following resolution and moved its adop- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the tax levy to defray the general expenses of the 
State of North Dakota for the year 1909 be fixed at the specific sum 
of eight hundred sixty-nine thousand three hundred fifteen (869,- 
315) dolars, and the said sum of $869,315 is hereby levied, being 
at the rate of three and eight-tenths (3.8) mills on the dollar of the 
assessed valuation of all property in the State of North Dakota, as 
equalized by the state board of equalization for the year 1908. 

And that the special tax levy for the payment of wolf bounty
